FLOODED OUT. 


Terrible Loss of Life and Property 
in Ontario. 


Two Hundred Houses Swept Away—Nearly 
One Hundred Persons Suppose@ to Have 
Lost Their Lives—Scenes of Distress. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, July 12.—A special from Lon- 
don, Ontario, says: A terrible disaster oc- 
curred inthe Thames river valley, around 
this city, this morning, Last evening at six 
o’clock a storm broke. which lasted until 
three o’clock a. m., attended by incessant 
heavy rain, lightning of startling vividness 
and thunder which broke likea thousand 
parks of artillery. The night was full of 
terror and dismay on account of the tempest 
raging. Nothing like it had occurred within 
living memory, but toward morning the res- 
idents of the flats west of the city traversed 
by the River Thames, were overtaken by a 
catastrophe which is probably unprece- 
dented in the province of Ontario. Two 


hundred buildings were overwhelmed by a 
torrent, and fifty persons are reported miss- 
ing. The names of 4

so far as ascertained, are Mrs. Hopkins of 
Kensington, the four children of R. F. Lacy 
of London, West, a woman, name unknown, 
a seven-year-old daughter of Mrs. Orr of 
Ann street, three children of George Strat- 
ford of Napier street, three children of D. F. 
McLean of Blackfriars * a child of 
Wm. Merritan of Ann street, James Spack- 
man and James Spackman, jr. About two 
o’clock a. m. the school bell in the village of 
Petersville, a suburb of London, began to 
clang an alarm, which in due time was 
taken up by the city fire bells. The morn- 
ing was calm and still after the storm, so 
that citizens, when aroused by the bells, 
heard the air filled with shrieks and cries, 
mingled with the sounds of a vigorous chop- 
ping with axes. The thriving suburb 
named, comprising about 1,600 souls, had 
been suddenly overwhelmed with a torrent, 
caused by a tremendous cloud-burst some 
dozen miles up the country. The water 
rolled down in one resistiess wave, raising 
the river to 

TWELVE FEET ABOVE 
ordinary flood mark and destroying about 
two hundred dwellings. The village to-day 
presents a picture of sickening ruin, brick 
houses being leveled and frame ones either 
carried bodily down stream or tumbled 
over and over and left in  inex- 
tricable confusion. The people took 
refuge on the roofs of buildings that 
remained standing until relieved by men 
with boats, which work occupied six hours. 
Many of these people had to cut their w 
through the roofs. with 
the catastrophe. Men Who ! home to 
rouse the neighbors found themselves borne 
away on the crest of the flood, while their 
houses and little ones were carried off by the 
same mad current. One house floated down 
with lights burning inside and inhabited by 
a lady, Mrs. Wright. It struck the railway 
bridge, and the lady was taken out 
A RAVING MANIAC. 
A cradle passed down amid a confusion of 
furniture, containing a baby, which was 
dead. A little boy passed over the water- 
works dam and was engulfed. It is supposed 
that there is a great loss of life, as fifty 
persons remain to-night unaccounted for. 
This afternoon the water-works pumping- 
house went by the board. The pleasure 
steamer Princess Louise, costing $10,000, 
went over the dam and took the iron bridge 
along with her. All of the iron bridges are 
gone except one, and the city is isolated to- 
night, The fires of the gas-works were ex- 
tinguished and the main broken by a wash- 
out, and the city is also in darkness. Daniel 
Collins’ ice house was swept away, together 
with five thousand tons of ice and eight 
horses. Collins’ hall in Petersville is now 
filled with cefugees. The churches and resi- 
dences on high ground are also filled. Mr.

Details of the Daring Bank Robbery at 
Franklin, N. u. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
FRANKLIN, N. X., July 12.—This village 
was the scene of a bank robbery at about 
three o’clock this morning, which for bola- 
ness andthe quietness with which it was 
managed proves that it was the work of ex- 
pert cracksmen. The First national bank of 
Franklin was organized about twenty years 
ago with a capital of $100,000. Re- 
cently the capital stock has been reduced to 
$50,000 with a surplus of $25,000. The last 
quarterly statement, under date of June 22, 
showed individual deposits to the amount of 
$45,995 50. Besides this amount, bonds 


and private papers were left in the 
bank for safe keeping for depositors. 
The bank had two safes, one a large Bacon 
safe weighing 6,500 pounds, in which the 
ks, papers and sometimes silver were kept. 
The other was a Herring champion safe, 
with a time lock. The bank is located in the 
Munson block, a fine wooden building, which

Negotiations Between the Western 


Union and Rapid Telegraph Co’s. 
New YORK, July 12.—Considerable atten- 
tion has been paid in Wall street to rumors 
concerning the leasing of the American Rap- 
id Telegraph company by the Western 
Union. Itis stated that the Western Union 
company is willing to assume control of the 
lines of the other company providing it can 
make an advantageous contract. Some of 
the Rapid directors have informally ex- 
pressed themselyes in favor of executing a 
long lease of their lines to the Western 


Union in consideration of 3½% per cent annual 
interest on their capita! stock of $3,000,000, 
and providing also that the Western Union 
company will assume the obligations of the 
leased company.

Gov. Woodson, on the Stand, Telis the 
History of the Papers. 


New York, July 12.—In the case of the 
three men, Wesley Lyon, Emil Brie and 
Isaac Biggs, accused of attempting to raise 
money on forged certificates of indebtedaess 
of the State of Missouri, before, Justice 
Smith, at the Tombs yesterday, ex-Gov. 
Woodson, on account ef whose non-appear- 


poned, was present and testified to his sig- 
nature to the genuine certificates. He said 
that he had been elected governor of the 
state from the eighth of January, 1873, and 
went out of office in Janu- 
ary, 1875. A batch of the 
alleged spurious certificates was shown to 


the witness, and he testified that what pur- 
ported to be his signatures thereto were most 
exceilent imitations, so much so that it was 
most difficalt to detéct them from the cenu- 
ine ones. “I see one thing.“ said he, “in the 
W in Woodson that is not characteristic of 
my hand-writing, and the letter A in my 
first name is more open at the top than I 
make it generally, although it is not impos- 
sible that in writing my name harriedly, I 
may have written something like this, but I 
don’t think that any of these are my signa- 
tures. All that 
I DID SIGN, 


however, are signed in the year 1874, and I 
signed none subsequent to that.“ In answer 
to 7 Quincy, of counsel for the accused, 
the witness said that he had signed $1,250,000 
of these certificates. He also testified that 
there were numerous claim agents in 
the State of Missouri, and that large quanti- 
ties of these certificates had been sent here 
for negotiation, but none within the last six 
years.

ALMOST A DUEL. 


A Collision of Colored Editors 
Which Threatened Un- 
pleasantness. 


The Trouble Caused by a Report Which 
Failed to Give Satisfaction—Visit to the 
Cotton and Merchants’ Exchanges. 


The colored editors reassembled in Union 
hall this morning, when their numbers were 
increased by the following delegates: E. H. 
White, Tribune, Topeka, Kas.; R. C. Snow- 
don, Fisk Herald. Nashville, Tenn’; Rev. T. 
W. Henderson, Witness, Washington, D. C.; 
Ed. Horne, Colored World, Indianapolis. The 
convention was presided over by President 


W. A. Pledger. Interest centered upon the 
expected report of the committee on nomi- 
nations, whe created genuine disappointment 
by poco report which contained only 
the name of W. A. Pledger, for president. 
It soon became understood that the 
committee had been 80 _ persistently 
besieged by lobbying inatriguers that

THAT North Carolina liar is working in- 
dustriously at the record.

A year or 
two ago he would have made the lady stag- 
ger back and fall down a cellar hole up- 
on a pile of dynamite cartridges stored 
there for safety. The concussion would have 
set off the explosive, and where the town of 
Charlotte once stood there would have been 
an ugly hole in the ground partly filled with 
debris. He has learned not to lie too much. 


A REMARKABLE PLATFORM. 

It was expected that the result of yester- 
day’s convention would be a reorganization 
and a platform which would reunite and 
thoroughly harmonize the Republicans of 
Pennsylvania, and wipe out all dizsensions 
in the party ranks throughout the Union. 
The old Bosses in that state had apparently 
retired after the rebuke of the last election, 
the independent wing had grown tired of 
Democratic supremacy, and as the delegates 
were chosen in a spirit of conciliation and 
their avowed object was, above all things, to 
harmonize the party, the platform they 
adopted must be regarded as the one upon | 
which, in the opinion of Republican experts, 
all Republicans can unite. 

From this point of viewitis a suggestive 
study. It unqualifiedly approves and de- 
mands a system of taxation, levied irrespect- 
iveof government’s requirements, and for 
the alleged protection of home industry. The 
very first plank demands protection per se, 
by taxation, and without the remotest refer- 
ence to revenue. This, of course, implies a 
revenue far above the wants of the Govern- 
ment, and the second plank demands the dis- 
tribution of the surplus among the states to 
pay their debts and expenses and relieve 
them of local taxation. All that is said about 
limiting taxation to the actual necessities of 
government, and reducing expenditures to 
the most economic basis, is expressly applied 
tothe State Government. The scheme of 
government foreshadowed is the conversion 
of the Federal Government into a mighty 
taxing machine with authority to pay all 
local debts and expenses, accumulate un- 
limited sums of money and distribute the 
same as it may choose for the encourage- 
ment of private enterprises. 

Such a scheme for the reyolution of our 
system of government, and the organization 
ofanimperial centralized communism, has 
never before been formulated in a party 
platform. And there is little else in this 
one. The talk about clyil service reform, 
pensions for soldiers, praising administra- 
tions, etc., is mere padding more or less com- 
mon to all platforms. The Pennsylvania 
Republicans may harmonize on this remarka- 
ble creed, but it will be repudiated by at 
least half of the Western Republicans and by 
an overwhelming majority of the people. 


A CAPTIVE RESCUED. 

Only a few days ago, referring to the Fed- 
eral tax on tobacco, spirits and beer, the St. 
Louis Republican said: 

In view of the enormous revenue-yielding ca- 
pacity of these three luxuries and the smal! meas- 
ure of hardship attending the taxes on them, the 
proposition to abolish the internal revenue system 
entirely and let spirits, tobacco and beer go free, 
appears extremely unwise. It would be far better 
to keep up the system as it exists this day and 
apportion the annual proceeds of it among the 
states. 

The Post-DISPATCH gave the Republican 
timely warning that the proposition to con- 
tinue these taxes for the purpose of dividing 
the proceeds among the states would be a 
prominent feature of the Pepnsylvania Re- 
publican platform, and that any paper en- 
dorsing that proposition placed itself, ipso 
Sacto, not only outside of theranks of the 
tariff reformers, but in open antagonism to 
the time-honored and fundamental doctrines 
of the Democratic party. Well, just as the 
Post-DisPaATcu predicted, the leading plank 
in the platform adopted by the Pennsylvania 
Republicans yesterday, was this: 

Second—That any surplus in the public treasury 
arising from redundant revenue should, after pay- 
ing the national debt as fast as its condition per- 
mits, be distributed from time to time to the 
several states upon the basis of population, to 
relieve them from the burdens of local taxation 
and provide the means for the education of their 
people. 

Now the question is, whether the re- 
cantation of yesterday in the Republican 
came too late or not? It was a very sudden 
and elaborate flop. In the effort to escape

ARKANSAS FRUIT. 


St. Louis Commission Merchants Reply to 
Unjust Accusations. 


Many of the fruit merchants of this city became 
grievously offended at the statement of an Arkan- 
sas fruit suipper, which appeared in the Posr- 
DISPATCH afew days ago. The Arkansas man 
claimed that some of the St. Louis merchants had 
combined to defraud the shippers by selling fruit 
to each other at rates far below the market value, 
and then, to satisfy the shipper when the low 
rates had to be reported, they were accus- 


tomed to report the fruit “sandy,” soft,“ 
and in bad order generally. In conversation with 
a Post-DIsPATCH reporter on the subject this 
morning Mr. P. M. Kiely, a commission merchant 
at 719 Broadway, said: 

“There is nota particle of truth in the state- 
ment of that Arkansas man, whoever he may be. 
We get fruit trom Arkansas, and so far this year 
it has been mostiy strawberries. I must 
way that the Arkansas strawberries are 
not the best in the market. Too 
many of them come ‘“‘saudy.” The soll in the 
strawberry regiou of that state is too sandy, and 
every slower of rain has a damaging effect upon 
the fruit. Cobden, III., ships twelve to fourteen 
carloads a day in season, aud we don't get more 
than double that quantity from Arkansas in a 
year.

Hospitality 
prevails to such an extent among the people 


of this neighborhood and the Posr-D1s-

A. J. Nelson, 1915, said: I am opposed to 
closing. It would not last verv long if they 
were to do it. On general principles I op- 
pose anything that is impracticable, and 
this business, in my estimation, is of sucha 
character that it cannot be accomplished 
without a revolution that we are hardly pre- 
pared for at present. If it is possible to 
regulate the business so as to make it

I never go there myself, but I see people 
going there who appear to enjoy it, and the 
enjoyment of this world is not excessive, aud 
for that reason I don’t believe in abbreviat- 
ing it in the smallest degree. In so far as 
the beer gardens are concerned, they. area 
great place of amusement and recreation for 
people who have no piace else to go, sol 
don't think it well to close them.“ 

W. A. Louis, No. 1922, said: I have very 
little to do with saloons, but I tlrink they 
may be classed as nuisances on Sunday, and 
therefore it would be better to close them if 
vou can doit. The gardens appear to be en- 
joyed by a good many who seem to look upon 
them as a necessity. Close them and people 
will turn their attention in some other direc- 
tion for amusement, and will in a short time 
find that they get along just.as well without 
the beer gardens and they will have more 
monev and more of home comfort. I am in 
favor of closing everything.” 

Henry Albers, No. 1920, said: “I am in 
favor of the saloons being kept open. Those 
who think them out of place on that day are 
at liberty to keep clear of them. The beer 
gardens should be kept open too, I think,” 

C. 8. Dean, o. 1628, said: “I 
think it would be a good plan 
to close them. Do that and we 
will have more quietness and decorum on 
Sunday and less of this boisterousness that 
is so common on our streets. Drunkenness

W. A. Bonsack, No. 1821, said: “It dont 
make any differenee to me whether the Sa- 
loons close or not.

The poor people would have more 
money on Monday morning if the saloons 
and gardens were shut up on Sunday. I say, 
close them.

H. C. Gempp, No. 1700, said: “I am for 
keeping the town open on Sunday, that is so 
far as places of rest, refreshment and enjoy- 
ment are concerned. No, sir; don’t close 
the beer gardens, that would never do. 
Recollect, now, what 1 say, don’t close up 
this town.” 

J. Crane, No. 1601, said: I want every 
saloon closed on Sunday, but 1 can’t say 
that | want the gardens closed.

The Mississippi River Conference. 

At the afternoon session of the conference 
of representatives of commercial bodies of 
cities interested in the improvement of the 
Mississippi river, the series of resolutions

That the membership of 
the central organization consist of one dele- 
gate from each of the permanent committees 
now, or that may hereafter be appointed, in 
the prosecution of this work. 5. Your 
committee further recommend that a 
committee be appointed to draft 
rules for the government of the said central 
organization and that they provide therein 
for the raising of such funds as may be re- 
quired. The report was adopted.

The following permanent officers were elect- 
ed: B. D. Wood of New Orleans, chairman;

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STREET RECONSTRUCTION. 


The Miles of Granite Road—Streets in 
Process of Building. 

The reconstruction of the streets of St. 
Louis in granite is going on as rapidly as 
possible under the slow process of payment 
by svecial tax bills. To take contraots of 
this kind requires a very large working cap- 
ital. The contractor must be prepared to 
wait for his monev for some time. The 
work is delayed also by the fact that con- 
tractors from other cities cannot come in and 
compete with the local granite syndieate, 
which has its material at our very doors. 
There are at present in St. Louis 
about 5% miles of granite pavement, of 
which two miles within a small fraction bas 
been laid since April ofthis year. There are 
under contract, the work to be commenc- 
ed by August 1, alittle over three miles. 
Ordinances have been passed providing for 
the reconstruction of 11% miles of streets, 
the contracts for which have not been let as 
yet. The street commissioner had hoped to 
compiete the entire work of reconstructing 
the streets in the territory between Chou- 
teau and Fr in avenues and Twelfth 
street and the river by the 
end of 1884,but is now dubious as 
to that result on account of the fewicontract- 
orsin the field. Itis only a question of 
capacity of the ‘Missouri quarries, and of a 
willingness upon the part of contractors to 
await the collection of special tax bills. A 
Posr-Dis raren reporter, from papers in 
the possession of Street Commisioner Tur- 
ner, this morning prepared the following 
condensed statement of the condition of the 
granite reconstruction. Previous to the cur- 
rent year it will be seen that very little. was 
done in the granite line.

At this time Miss Cora Baker was a pretty 
little girl, who gave promise of being the 
distinguished belle she afterwards became. 
In due time Mrs. Ridenbaugh married Mayor 
Ridenbaugh of St. Joseph, Mo., and lived 
happily with him until his death, five or six 
years ago. After his death Mrs. Ridenbaugh 
came to St. Louis to live, and took a hand- 
some residence in the West End. 
During the earl period of ber 
residence in St. uis Mrs. Riden- 
paugh received a letter from Col. Baker, 
requesting permission to visit his children.
